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BOOKSELLERS’ CATALOGUES. 
From the London Publishers’ Circular. 


In olden times there was a law by which it 
was enacted that booksellers should be compelled 
to keep an accurate list or catalogue of every 
book they had in stock, the catalogue to be kept 
hanging in an easily accessible place in the 
shop. Now, when the written law is obsolete, 
there is another which compels the bibliopole of 
our day to do much the same thing. Railways 
and the Post Office have so altered the conditions 
under which our own in common with other 
trades has to be carried on, that it is not only to 
the comparatively few book-buyers in his own 
town that the bookseller appeals to for support, 
but co the many outside it, in all parts of the 
world, with whom it is necessary he be able to 
communicate some idea of the contents of his 
stock. 

Thus we fall back upon the ancient catalogue, 
thousands of which are by our larger firms dis- 
tributed throughout the whole world at frequent 
intervals, while the humbler members of the 
trade follow with their smaller numbers, with 
longer.spaces of time intervening. 

From a frequent and careful inspection of 
various catalogues issued by the British trade, 
we feel bound to say that of all the undertakings 
which a bookseller has on his hands, that which 
he seems to give the least care to is—his cata- 
logue. Errors in catalogues are painfully 
numerous, stupid, and unintelligible headings 
and notes are the rule rather than the exception ; 
and to a careful, conscientious and painstaking 
cataloguer the run of such productions form dis- 
heartening reading. Want of learning one could 
teadily forgive, for it is not to every one that a 
good education—in the proper sense of the term 
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—has been given. But when we see error after 
error, mis-statement after mis-statement, due to 
carelessness alone, we cannot but feel dissatis- 
fied with the trade for allowing such productions 
to pass current. 

Affectations of eccentricity are among the 
chief stupidities rife among booksellers ; for in- 
stance, we have seen a catalogue to which has 
been given the title, ‘‘ Daintie diet for Boke 
Worms,’’ and its whole preamble setting forth 
the proprietor’s name was written in a style sup- 
posed to be old English, but which was a con- 
glomeration that would puzzle even the most 
profound of philologists. In another we see the 
catchword or heading under which each article 
is placed put, not at the beginning of the article, 
but as it occurs on the title of the book, which 
brings it in the middle. The effect of a word in 
full and bold capital letters in the middle of each 
article is, at least, not pleasing. Sets of Gilfil- 
lan’s ‘‘ British Poets’’ we see catalogued under 
“ British," while such headings as ‘‘ Black- 
letter,’’ “‘ Curious,’’ ‘‘ Facetiz,’’ etc., should 
find no place in the well-regulated catalogue. 

Some of the larger houses are the greatest 
offenders. Indeed, to a large and well-known 
London firm of second-hand booksellers belongs 
the credit of having the most careless catalogue 
in the trade—an unenviable distinction! Itisa 
question that should appeal to every tradesman, 
and indeed every assistant—How can our cata- 
logue be improved? The answer is, by a care- 
ful and conscientious study of the well-defined 
rules which should regulate the preparation of 
all catalogues, and by an intelligent, though 
hasty, grasp of the motif of the book catalogued, 
the latter preventing incongruities which in print 
appear ridiculous. Every cataloguer, too, should 
have access to Lowndes, Brunet, Allibone, and 
as many other reference books as possible. The 
three above-mentioned as a whole are a sine gud 
non, while to most people a perusal of Black- 
burn’s ‘‘ Hints on Catalogue Titles’’ would 
prove decidedly beneficial. 

In conclusion we would remark that much of 
the ‘‘ bad workmanship” in the second-hand 
bookselling trade is due to the abolition of the 
much-abused and old-fashioned rule of appren- 
ticeship, by which ignorant amateurs and other 
incompetent persons call themselves booksellers 
and are classed with and compete against men 
who have literally had to learn their business by 
long and often harsh experience.

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FUNERAL OF ROGER SHERMAN. 


ROGER SHERMAN, who died August 25, was 
buried at Mount Vernon Cemetery, Philadelphia, 
on the 8th inst. 

The funeral services were held at the family 
residence. No. 311 South Tenth Street. The 
body, which had been embalmed, rested in a 
cloth-covered coffin, which was placed in the 
parlor of the house. There were no flowers, 
The services, which were unusually impressive, 
were conducted by Rev. Andrew D. Heffern, 
rector of Trinity Protestant’ Episcopal Church, 
Second and Catharine streets, Southwark. 
He delivered a brief eulogy. Rev. D. O. Kel- 
logg, D.D., of Vineland. N. J., who has been 
employed by Sherman & Co. for several years, 
also delivered a eulogy. From this it appears 
that deceased was the son of Conger Sherman, 
who founded the business to which his son sub- 
sequently succeeded. He was educated in the 
public schools of the city and a seminary in New 
York, and from the latter he graduated at the 
age of sixteen years. He at once entered his 
father’s establishment and made himself thor- 
oughly conversant with every branch of the busi- 
ness. 

He was made a partner in 1853, and eleven 
years later the father retired, the business being 
assumed by Roger Sherman, M. F. Bennerman, 
and Andrew Overend, under the title which still 
remains. The business prospered wonderfully 
under the able management of the head of the 
firm, and he lived to see his labors rewarded 
by the accummulation of an ample fortune. 

The following officiated as the pall-bearers : 
Andrew Overend, William Rutter, William 
Robb, Eugene Munday, A. G. Elliot, and 
John L. Attwater, of Cincinnati. The em- 
ployés of the printing house were represent- 
ed at the funeral by a large delegation. 
Nearly every member of the Book Trade Asso- 
ciation attended. Among the prominent per- 
sons present were the following: Henry Carey 
Baird, J. R. Jones, F. W. McDowell, E. H. But- 
ler, Julian B. Shoemaker, Dr. William Hunt, 
Dr. A. Fricke, Ignatius Kohler, J. B. Blakiston, 
J. B. Cowperthwait, H. T. Coates, T. W. 
Hartley, and John F. Smith. 

Mr. Sherman had but one living relative, a 
sister, Mrs. Somerville, who was in. Paris at the 
time of his death, and on whose account the 
funeral was delayed. 





NORWEGIAN LITERATURE IN 1884. 


THE “ Universitets-Bibliothekets Aarbog for 
1885” of the “ Kgl. Norske Frederiks Univer- 
sitet,” at Christiania, which has just been pub- 
lished, contains among others the ‘* Norsk Bog- 
fortegnelse for 1884,’’ which gives an approximate 
idea of the number of books published annually in 
Norway. According to the catalogue there were 
received at the library 787 bound volumes and 
pamphlets, 104 volumes of periodicals, 104 vol- 
umes of political and other journals, 1060 num- 
bers of so-called Smaatryk—that is, laws, stat- 
utes, and legal and official publications gener- 
ally, 77 pieces of music, 26 charts, and 23 plates 
of lithographs, wood-cuts, etc. This makes a 
total of 2190 separate publications that were 
printed in 1884 at 118 printing and 8 lithograph- 
ing offices, and by 3 music publishers. As every 
publisher is obliged to deposit a copy of his new 
issues in the Library of the Fredericks Univer- 
sity, this total represents fairly the publishing 
capacity of Norway. 











LITERARY AND TRADE .NOTES. 


JoHN ALLYN has just published ‘‘ Czsar’s 
Gallic War,’’ with introduction; notes, and 
vocabulary, by Francis W. Kelsey, of Lake 
Forest University. The work is finely made 
up, and abundantly illustrated with wood-cuts 
and six colored illustrations. 


THE historical division of the Prussian 
‘* Grossen Generalstabes” has prepared a history 
of the German-Danish war of 1264, concerning 
which no official account has yet been published. 
The first volume, about ready for publication, will 
contain the, political prelude to the war, and the 
operation in Jutland and before Diippel down to 
April, 1864. 

C. W. BARDEEN, Syracuse, N. Y., desire to 
inform the trade that the fire which on the 2d 
inst. destroyed most of the stock in the bindery 
of Hall & McChesney wiped out the new editions 
of the ‘‘ Song Budget,’’ the ‘* Regents’ Geog- 
raphy,’ Harlow’s “‘ English Literature,” and 
Welch’s ‘‘ Intermediate Problems in Arithme- 
tic,’’ none of which he has now on hand. The 
plates were uninjured, however, and of some of 
them he had more sheets in stock, so that the 
delay in filling orders will be less than a week. 


T. Y¥. Crowett & Co. will publish on the 
15th ‘‘ The Labor Movement in America,’’ by 
Prof. Richard T. Ely, of the Johns Hopkins 
University. The book is the result of several 
years’ work on the part of Prof. Ely, who is an 
acknowledged authority on economic and social 
topics. It is one of the most complete historical 
sketches yet published of the origin and growth 
both of socialism and of labor organizations. 
No pains have been spared to secure accuracy. 
Prof. Ely has collected for years books, pam- 
phlets, labor newspapers, constitutions of trades 
unions, and like material, with this in view ; and 
during the preparation of this book he has 
travelled several thousand miles, visiting com- 
munistic settlements and leading industrial 
centres, and forming the acquaintance of labor 
leaders. 


D. C. Hratu & Co. have just ready “ Illus- 
trations of Geology and Geography, for Use in 
Schools and Families,”’ by Prof. N. S. Shaler, 
assisted by Prof. William M. Davis and T. W. 
Harris. This consists of twenty large photo- 
graphs of pictures of the earth’s surface, and an 
equal number of colored plaster models, de- 
signed to show the structure and history of the 
pictures. The models are 7x5 inches, and 2 
inches thick. They wiil publish on the 2oth 
one of Hauff’s tales, entitled ‘* Das Kalte Herz,’’ 
edited, with notes, glossary, and grammatical 
appendix, by William H. Van Der Smissen, 
Lecturer on German in Toronto University 
College; ‘‘ Elementary Course in Practical 
Zoology,’’ by B. S. Colton, of Ottawa High 
School, Illinois, which is desi ned to give the 
student a clear idea of the animal kingdom as a 
whole, by the careful study of a few typical ani- 
mals ; “‘ A Select Bibliography of Pedagogical 
Literature,” by G. Stanley Hall, of Johns Hop- 
kins University, a valuable medium through 
which teachers may select their reading ; 
** Modern Petrography,’’ by George Huntington 
Williams, an account of the application of the 
microscope to the study of geology : and ‘‘ The 
Study of Latin in the Preparatory Course,’’ by 
Edward P. Morris, Professor of Latin, Williams 
College.
